TEEMS.  Full  remittance  should  accompany  all  orders,  unless  satisfactory 
arrangements  have  been  previously  arranged. 

C.  O.  D.  shipments  frequently  cause  delay  in  delivery  and  result  in  con¬ 
sequent  damage  to  plants  and  loss  to  ourselves  or  to  our  customers.  We  will 
only  ship  C.  O.  D.  on  special  request  and  when  25  per  cent  of  the  amount 
of  the  order  is  paid  in  advance. 

Retail  prices  are  net.  We  prepay  transportation  charges  on  all  retail 
orders  paid  for  before  shipjnent,  but  not  otherwise.  Early  orders  to  reserve 
stock  and  shipping  preference  may  be  paid  10  per  cent  with  order  and 
balance  at  shipping  date. 

Strict  compliance  with  these  terms  will  save  correspondence  at  shipping 
time  and  consequent  delay  in  deliveries. 

TRANSPORTATION.  We  prepay  transportation  charges  on  all  orders 
paid  for  in  advance  to  all  points  within  the  United  States,  shipments  by 
parcel  post  or  express  at  our  distinction.  Orders  sold  at  wholesale,  or  on 
special  quotations,  will  be  shipped  collect.  Transportation  to  foreign 
countries  must  be  paid  by  the  purchaser. 

HOW  TO  REMIT.  Make  remittances  by  Post  Office  Money  Order,  Bank 
Draft,  or  by  Personal  Check,  payable  to  Indian  Spring  Farms,  Inc.,  and 
not  to  individuals.  Do  not  send  currency  or  silver  except  by  registered 
letter. 

SUBSTITUTIONS.  No  substitutions  will  be  made  unless  your  order  so 
requests.  With  your  permission,  we  are  glad  to  send  as  a  substitute  a  similar 
variety  of  equal  or  higher  value,  when  possible,  for  any  item  we  are  un¬ 
able  to  fill. 

SHIPMENTS.  Peony  shipments  begin  as  soon  after  September  1  as  roots 
are  matured,  depending  on  the  season.  Tulip  bulbs,  October  1,  or  as  soon  as 
imports  are  received. 

Advance  orders  will  be  filled  as  far  as  possible  in  rotation  as  received, 
and  have  precedence  over  later  orders.  As  we  start  the  shipping  season 
with  several  thousands  of  advance  orders  for  which  it  is  not  possible  to 
prw^are  stock  until  growth  is  mature,  it  is  obvious  that  late  purchasers  can 
no+  expect  immediate  shipments. 

FOREIGN  SHIPMENTS.  We  can  not  guarantee  safe  arrival  to  foreign 
countries.  Orders  are  packed  carefully  and  only  first-class,  well-cured  bulbs 
shipped,  but  we  can  not  be  responsible  for  loss  from  delay  and  risks  beyond 
our  control. 

We  do  not  prepay  transportation  charges  to  Canada  and  other  foreign 
countries. 

Orders  outside  the  United  States  will  be  shipped  by  express  collect,  unless 
transportation  fees  accompany  the  orders. 

Canadian  customers  must  send  Import  Permit  number  with  order  so  we 
may  properly  mark  the  package  for  shipment. 

CLAIMS.  We  guarantee  the  safe  arrival  of  shipments  to  all  points  with¬ 
in  the  United  States,  but  can  not  be  responsible  for  losses  occurring  during 
transportation  on  shipments  to  foreign  countries.  All  claims  must  be  made 
promptly  on  receipt  of  goods.

PEONIES 


Peonies  Are  Easy  to  Grow 

Peonies  are  easy  to  grow  and  will  do  well  in  almost  any  location  where 
they  have  any  reasonable  chance.  They  will  thrive  with  less  care  and  atten¬ 
tion  than  most  perennials,  yet  they  are  worthy  of  special  care  and  will 
repay  for  special  cultivation.  Once  planted,  they  will  live  for  years 
increasing  in  beauty  and  value  from  season  to  season.  Because  they  are  slow 
to  become  established  and  resent  being  disturbed,  care  should  be  taken 
that  new  plantings  be  suitably  located  and  the  planting  properly  done. 

WHEN  TO  PLANT.  Growers  begin  fall  shipping  after  the  eyes  are 
matured,  usually  about  September  15,  and  planting  may  successfully  be 
done  any  time  before  the  ground  freezes  up  for  winter.  PEONIES  ALSO 
MAY  BE  PLANTED  IN  THE  SPRING,  IF  ROOTS  ARE  OBTAINABLE. 
THE  EARLIER  SPRING  PLANTINGS  ARE  MADE  THE  BETTER. 

WHERE  TO  PLANT.  Peonies  should  be  planted  in  fertile,  well-drained 
soil,  and  where  they  will  get  the  full  sun  at  least  half  the  day.  They  will  not 
do  well  in  poorly  drained  ground,  or  where  water  stands  about  their  roots 
during  any  part  of  the  year;  and  they  will  not  bloom  well,  if  close  under 
trees  or  in  full  shade. 

NEVER  PLANT  PEONIES  IN  SOIL  WHERE  PEONIES  HAVE  BEEN 

GROWN  BEFORE. 

Peonies  for  Spring  Planting 

Peonies  may  be  successfully  planted  in  the  spring. 

For  the  convenience  of  customers  who  find  it  desirable  to  make  spring 
plantings,  we  carry  large  stocks  of  our  Peonies  in  storage  for  spring  sale 
and  are  prepared  to  make  shipments  as  wanted  up  to  March  15.  Orders  for 
spring  shipments  should  be  placed  as  early  in  advance  as  possible  to  insure 
getting  all  varieties  wanted. 

All  roots  in  storage  will  be  planted  about  March  15th  and  orders  received 
after  that  time  will  be  recorded  for  fall  shipment  unless  we  are  otherwise 
instructed.

JAPANESE  PEONIES 

The  so-called  Japanese  peonies  are  really  a  type  of  flower  occuring  in  the 
process  of  development  from  the  single  flower  to  the  full  double  bloom 
which  have  the  same  wide  guard  petals  as  the  singles  but  in  which  the 
central  stamens  and  anthers  have  become  transformed  into  narrow,  thick 
petaloids  of  various  colors,  or  into  narrow  petals  tipped  with  vestiges  of  the 
yellow  anthers  without  pollen.  Because  this  type  of  bloom  was  favored  by 
Japanese  gardeners,  such  peonies  have  come  to  be  known  as  Japanese 
Peonies.  While  many  of  the  finest  1 1  Japanese”  varieties  have  been  im¬ 
ported  to  this  country  from  Japan,  equally  good  Japanese  type  peonies 
have  been  selected  from  the  seed  beds  of  growers  in  the  United  States, 
France  and  England. 

Japanese  peonies  in  general  are  strong  growers,  they  usually  propogate 
slowly;  and  the  increased  demand  for  them  has  made  many  of  the  finer 
varieties  very  scarce.
